During  the  summer  the  war  had  officially  ended,  and  for  the  very  first  time  we 
could  plan  and  talk  about  our  future  with  some  hope  that  our  dreams  might  be  realized. 
Ralph  Weber  was  re-elected  president;  Dick  Taylor,  vice  president;  Jackie  Riddle, 
secretary;  and  Ray  Ballinger,  too,  served  a  second  term  as  treasurer.  Laurie  Feaver 
was  elected  basketball  captain,  and  Dick  Taylor  led  Harding's  grid  warriors  down  the 
field.  Margaret  Burke  and  Harry  Wilhelm  were  our  Herald  editors.
